Phytosanitary  Certificate  Required 

1.  All  plants  and  plant  products,  including  seeds,  fresh  fruits 
and  vegetables,  imported  into  Paraguay  must  be  accompanied  by  a 
sanitary  certificate  issued  on  the  basis  of  inspection  effected  by 
authorized  inspection  officials.  A  certificate  issued  by  an  inspec- 
tor of  a  state  agency  is  acceptable.   (From  information  furnished 

by  a  State  Department  Representative  in  Asuncion,  dated  December  30, 
19UU.) 

List  of  Declared  Pests 

2.  According  to  article  6  of  Decree-Law  No.  8051 »  dated  July  31»
